the US, t he ultimate objective of US po licy is to establish COMINT collabora- 
tion with l L ie si med to exploit exhaustively their 

COMINT potential. Such collaboration should be negotiated v/ith Third Party 
Governments or their COMINT authorities negotiating on an official basis. 

Such collaboration should be conducted directly between the national COMINT 
organizations concerned but. is not to exceed the then existing capability of 
each nation, and must not operate to the detriment of current US COMINT re- 
lations with other governments.
